When there is not Room for all the Patients recom- 
mended at one Time to be received into the Houſe, thoſe 
are taken in, whoſe Admiſſion the Board is of Opinion 
will moſt effectually anſwer the Ends of the Charity: And 
the Reſt, if proper Objects, are admitted Out-Patients, till 
there is Room for them in the Houſe. 

Moſt Conſumptive and Aſthmatic Caſes are more capable 
of Relief as Out-Patients than in the Houſe, | 

No Perſon labouring under any infectious Diſtemper, or 

deemed incurable, or more likely to receive Benefit as an 
Out-Patient, is to be received into the Houſe. 
Fach Governor or Subſcriber can have but one In-Patient 
at a Time, becauſe of the great Number of Subſcribers ; 
but as many Out-Patients will be received, as ſhall be re- 
commended, and the Charity able to receive. 

No Security is required for the Charges of Burial, in caſe of 
Death; but each Patient is to bring two Shirts or Shifts, at leaſt,
